mer President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower is "resting comfortably 
as can be expected," Walter 
Reed Army Hospital 
officials 


announced today after late-night 
emergency abdominal surgery. 


A brief statement issued at 


10-30 a.m. EST said the gener- 
al's heart condition was stable. 
The combination of Eisenhow- 
er's 78 years and history of sev- 
en heart attacks had made the 
surgery a decided risk. 


The report said Eisenhower's 


vital signs were satisfactory. 
These would include such things 
as pulse and blood pressure. 


Earlier this morning a team 


of Army

nounced the 2 hour, 20 minute op-! 


eration for removal of an intes- 
tinal blockage successful 
but 


had given no indication of the 
former president's chances for 
recovery. 


Maj. George H. Foster, hospi- 


tal information officer, declined 
to answer questions at the latest 
briefing. 


His full statement said: "Gen. 


Eisenhower is resting as com- 
fortably as can be expected. His 
vital signs are satisfactory and 
his cardiac status remains sta- 
ble. We will issue further bulle- 
tins twice a day during the 
immediate post-operative peri- 
od."

Cross Was Symbolic Be fore Death of Christ 


You see it in churches. It 


adorns monuments, flags, end 
heroes' medals. Six million lis- 
teners of an internationally 
known radio broadcast wear it 
as an emblem on their lapels. 


There are many fascinating 


stories behind the symbol of the 
cross. 


Centuries before Christ died, 


it was a symbol widely known 
throughout the ancient world. 
The E g y p t i a n s called it 
"canob," after the T-shaped 
instrument used to measure the 
annual rise of the Nile on whose 
bounty the life of the nation 
depended. For other nations of 
the East, It was an "urani," 
and took the shape of two pieces 
of wood with handles. By rub- 
bing the two sticks together, the 
ancients kindled sacred fire. 


Decorated Cakes 


As early as 1225 B.C., Greek 


worshipers of Bacchus offered 
cakes of flour with a figure of 
the cross imprinted on them. 
The swastika, or twisted cross, 
which became a symbol of 
terror in the 20th Century, 
appears on the oldest medal- 
lions of the Buddhists and was a 
mystical good omen in many 
Hindu sects. 


Tfte cross was used as an 


Instrument of national punish- 
ment in the time of Abraham. 
As a gallows, it was familiar to 
the Egyptians, Africans, Mace- 
donians, Greeks and Romans. 
To various people it has meant 


a symbol of eternal life, produc- 
tive power, or the life-giving 
qualities of the sun. 


For Christians around the 


world, the cross is a symbol of 
their faith. It was on a Roman 
cross at Golgotha where Christ 
died, only to rise again three 
day? later, so that, according to 
the Bible, "whosoever believeth 
in Him should not perish but 
have everlasting life."

In Wisconsin in 1968, the 


incidence of syphilis reached the 


low figure of 22 new 


reported cases. The control over 
this once dread venereal disease 
results fram a several part 
program based on state law 
requiring all cases of veneral 


disease to be reported at once 
to the Division of Health. 


When a case is reported an 


i rn m e diate investigation is 
launched to locate the sexual 
contacts of all new cases. 
Often the investigation leads to 
a chain of infection involving a 
dozen or more people, usually 
some old and some new cases. 
The next step is to make sure 


iithat treatment is started for the 
new and continued for old. As 
part of this program, the Divi- 
sion of Health supplies penicillin 
free to physicians for use in the 
treatment of venereal disease. 


An important part of the case 


finding and treatment program 
are educational resources of 
public health agencies and the 
medical profession. This effort 


is directed mainly to teen-agers 
and young adults whose ranks 
supply a preponderance of ven- 
ereal disease victims. 


Our situation with respect to 


the other prevalent venereal 
disease — gonorrhea — is near 
the opposite of that with syphi- 
lis. The rise of gonorrhea inci- 
dence is nearing epidemic pro- 
portions. In 1960 we had 1,267 
reported new cases. In 1968 the 
figure climbed to just over 
4,000. 


There are several reasons 
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advanced to explain the rapid 
rise in gonorrhea. 


Symplons of the disease in 


women are not readily apparent 
and they may continue to 
spread t h e disease 
without 


awareness of their infection. It 
also reaches a contagious state 
rapidly and a long chain of 
infection can deevlop from a sin- 
gle source before the investiga- 
tor arrives on the scene. Conor- 


tive resistance to treatment with 
penicillin and so treatment has 
become 
more extended and 


difficult. 


The venereal diseases are 


associated with sociological and 
economic adversity. The nature 
of syphilis is such that we can, 
with an aggressive program, 
control it in spite of these 
conditions.

The Wisconsin Capitol is one of the 


most imposing structures of its kind in the 
United States. Similar in design to the U. S. 
Capitol with its soaring dome and its 
approaches, the state building is the seat of 
government and a building in which state 
residents can take pride. Its esplanade, the 
open space around the building on Capitol 
Square in Madison, and its walkways tn the 
building, set it apart in an otherwise busy 
and congested downtown area.

Affairs Committee held a hearing on a bill 
to turn the esplanade and sidewalks into 
parking spaces for legislators and presum- 
ably others when the legislature is not in 
session. The bill drew sharp criticism from

Can Nixon Help Western European Union? 


The French blast that it would in the 


future boycott meetings of the Western 
European Union because, it charged. Brit- 
ain was using WEU to try to get into the 
European Economic Community through 
the back door, will give President Nixon 
added problems on his European tour. It 
could also open the door to some possibili- 
ties that President De Gaulle may not have 
considered. 


WEU was started in 1955 to give more 


unity to Western European defense efforts 
after the collapse of the idea of a European 
military force. Members are Great Britain, 
France. West Germany, Italy, the Nether- 
lands, Belgium and Luxembourg, and all 
except Great Britain are members of the 
Common Market. Members all are also 
members of NATO and British Defense 
Minister Dennis Healey has proposed a 
"European caucus" of WEU nations in 
particular to give them a bigger say in 
NATO affairs as distinct from the Ameri- 
can influence. 


The meeting of WEU last week was call- 


ed specifically to discuss Hie Middle East 
crisis. The suggestion had come from 
England at the regular quarterly meeting 
of ministers of member nations about two 
weeks ago. France had emphatically oppos- 
ed the idea and insisted that all decisions 
had to be unanimous while the British 
argued that unanimity was not necessary in 
procedural matters. The others agreed with 
England. France then said that it would not 
participate in the conference and suggested 
that if it was held anyway that France 
might withdraw and that would be the end 
of 
WEU. 
But there is more here than mere 


opposition to British entry into the 
Com- 


mon 
Market. Recently Prime Minister 


Harold Wilson and Chancellor Kurt Kies- 
inger held cordial talks and the West 
German agreed with Mr. Wilson that there 
should be increased moves toward Europe- 


an unity. In the British view, this should be 
political and technological even more than 
economic. 


But President De Gaulle has made it 


pretty clear in the past that any European 
unity he would favor would be with France 
in the leading role and in close cooperation 
with West Germany. The statement about 
WEU flatly stated that "France holds that 
the British, who always are inclined to 
align themselves on the position of the 
United States, are not yet ready to adhere 
to a community whose vocation is inde- 
pendence." There was a warning here also 
to West Germany. 


But if WEU collapses as France with- 


draws, some other matters might also 
dissolve. West Germany has not yet signed 
the nuclear non-proliferation treaty and its 
pledge not to manufacture atomic, biolo- 
gical and chemical weapons or weapons 
over a certain size was made to WEU. It 
could consider the pledge invalid and that 
would alarm the Soviet Union considerably. 
Russia only last fall declared it had the 
right to intervene in West German affairs 
under the enemy-state clauses of the 
United Nations. If there were to be any 
suggestion that Bonn might authorize the 
development 
of nuclear weapons, 
the 


Russians under their current reactionary 
leadership might panic and move in. 
Obviously this would be disaster for all of 
Europe if not the world. 


We never have cared much for the idea 


that Western Europe should be a puppet of 
the United States and to some extent have 
applauded President De Gaulle for his 
insistence upon French independence even 
when it makes things more difficult for us. 
But the action against WEU is a serious 
threat to European unity and cooperation 
that could have serious repercussions. 
President Nixon may not be able to 
convince President De Gaulle of this but he 
does have another item on his agenda. 


Cities and a Local Income Tax 


By now there is a growing general reali- 


sation that if cities in Wisconsin are to be 
provided any significant property tax relief 
this can be accomplished only by raising 
sizeable sums of money through some other 
form of taxation. Studies of the Tarr 
Commission have nailed down the fact that 
a redistribution of present shared taxes by 
the state on a more equitable basis will not 
provide any significant relief. And given 
the financial bind the state finds itself in 
this biennium, it is improbable politically 
that the state will levy any additional taxes 
in order to provide more direct relief to 
cities. 


From this point of view, a proposal made 


in the legislature by Assemblyman Tanns 
(R-Milwaukee) to permit cities to enact a 
one per cent earnings tax makes quite a bit 
of sense. The proposal attracted strong 
support from Speaker Harold Froehlich at 
an assembly committee hearing recently 


Other states, notably our neighbor 


Michigan, have permitted cities to raise 
funds in this manner. Battle Creek. Mich., 
as an example, taxes residents one per cent 
on income, and non-residents who work in 
the city one-half per cent. This has the 
advantage that suburbanites who work in 


(he city and consume city services help to 
pay for them. 


Froehlich commented that it was time 


that local governments cease expecting the 
state to bear the cost for increases in 
services at the local level. ''People of one 
community which operates on a tight 
budgpt should not have to pay for the 
services of another." he added. 


Secretary of Revenue James Morgan 


expressed some reservations about the idea, 
particularly that it may be undesirable 
because Wisconsin already is a high income 
tax state. But as an optional matter this 
would be left to the judgment of local 
governments to decide. Morgan did make 
the point that the bill should contain a 
uniform ordinance that could be adopted 
by any city, the state should collect the tax 
as a "piggyback" levy, and that it should 
include a provision for withholding. 


Giving cities the option of an earnings 


tax would make municipal tax structures 
more flexible The property tax will always 
provide the backbone of local financing, 
but an earnings tax might be a more 
equitable way to raise additional revenues 
needed by local government than constant- 
ly increasing the property tax.

Knowles says a federal grand 
jury investigation may be in or- 
der to determine "the real dis- 
rupters" involved in campus 
demonstrations. 


Knowles, in a copyrighted in- 


terview with U S News & World 
Report, said state and govern- 
ment investigators — including 
military intelligence experts — 
should help uncover the "insid- 
ious outside influence" which he 
said is cropping up in college 
protest movements. 


"I would welcome the calling 


of a federal grand jury to ident- 
ify the real disrupters—the real 
troublemakers who are known 
not only throughout the United 
States but internationally," he 
said. 


The Republican governor or- 


dered National Guard troops in- 
to Madison about two weeks 
ago in reply to a classroom boy- 
cott by Negro students at the 
University of Wisconsin. 


Other Groups 


He said at that time the uni- 


versity campaign by Negroes 
was being taken over by other 
groups. 
"Sometimes it is almost a con- 


spiracy, apparently, that is in- 
volved in this whole matter of 
ihe disruptions, and in the lead- 
ership of the disturbances on 
campus," Knowles said. 


"I think it is high time that 


we clamp down on this type of 
individual, whose purposes ap- 
3arently involve subversion, rev- 
olutionary tendencies and tac- 
tics," he said. 


Knowles went before the Wis-

The taxpayers are really 
fed up with paying their hard- 
earned money to subsidize dis 
jruptive students." 


"Most of the blacks on cam- 


pus have additional loans and 
grants to take care of their edu- 
cation," he said. 


Taxes are high—and there is 


a general feeling that a small 
number of students are precipi- 
tating this trouble and wasting 
the taxpayers' money," Knowles 
said.
